dropped the price some 11 
cents per bushel was very dis- 
turbing to producers and there 
has been a great deal of com- 
ment in the public press. Not 
enough attention has_ been 
given the fact that much of 
that drop has since been re- 
gained, although the Chicago 
market still reflects a_ price 
range considerably below the 
ceiling fixed by the Interna- 
tional Wheat Agreement. 

Uncertain Factors 

At this time no one can .predict 
what prices this year’s crop may 
bring. There are 
me too many uncer- 
* tainfactors. Inthe 
@ first place we do 
not yet know how 
many million bu- 
shels of milling 
*wheat will be har- 
i vested. Much of 
the prairie crop is 
late and we have 
witnessed, to our 
sorrow, what an 
early frost can do 
to grade and quan- 
tity. We do know 
that importing 
countries have not

been buying as freely as a year ago 
and we also know that the United 
States has again harvested a very 
large crop and that, with the carry- 


over, there is a large quantity of 
wheat to be marketed. 
Britain’s Position 

We know too that Canada’s prin- 
cipal customer, Great Britain, is de- 
termined to reduce the price of its 
most costly import to what it believes 
to be more. realistic levels. In fair-

Great Britain’s attitude is not directed - 


so.much toward Canada as towards 
the policies of price support in the 
United States which Great Britain re- 
gards as completely unrealistic. It is 
now gambling on the possibility that 
with its large surplus stocks the 
United States government will, in 
some way, modify its policy of price 
supports to farmers or market for 
export at prices which might be be- 


low price levels guaranteed to the 


farmers. 


On the other hand the United 
States government has great finan- 
cial resources and, now that wheat 
growers in that country have voted 
to reduce wheat acreage by 20%, 
that government may decide to hold 
the line. The Chicago market cannot 
get too far out of line with the levels 
which the government decides to 

maintain.

OTTAWA, Aug. 19th.—A 
certain degree of hope has 
been aroused in agricultural 
circles here that last week’s 
conciliatory note received 
from Washington replying to 
Canada’s protest on proposals 
to restrict trade in oats and 
ground fish is a definite indica- 
tion that the U.S. administra- 
tion intends to put a brake on 
import restrictions. This is a 
matter of the greatest import- 
ance to Canadian farmers. 
Previously protests had been 
made on proposed restrictions 
on imports of dairy products. 

More Liberal Attitude 

The hope lies in the more 
liberal attitude of the U.S. ad- 
ministration to the whole ques- 
tion of international trade and 
the need of its expansion. At 
the request of the president, 
congress has been authorized 
to set up a bi-partisan Com- 
mission on Foreign Economic 
Policy which will recommend 
on policies, measures and prac- 
tices “to achieve and expanded 
volume of international trade,” 
while in the intervening time 
before early in 1954, when the 
commission is asked to report, 
“it is the intention of the U.S. 
government to keep clearly in 
mind the fact’ that the free 
world cannot be strong with- 
out a high level of interna: 
tional trade.” »

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Emergency Grain storage 


By C. A. ‘CHESHIRE | 


OSSIBILITIES for emergency grain storage 


include: (1) Portable granaries; (2) sheds 
or other buildings; (3) temporary wooden 


bins; 


(4) snow fencing and paper; (5) woven 


wire and straw or sheaves; (6) baled straw or 
= hay and wire ties; (7) open piles. 


PORTABLE GRANARIES 
are a usual type of storage, 
but since more are needed in 
years of heavy crops the fol- 
lowing will be of interest. 
These buildings vary from 
about 800 to 1,000 bushels ca- 
pacity, and are usually built 
on skids. If the granary is 
more than 10 feet wide, at 
least 4 skids should be used. 
When 2-inch tongue and 
groove is used for the floor, 
the skids should not be more 
than 30 inches apart. If the 
flooring material is shiplap, 
2 x © joe 16 inenes On 
centres should be used. 


Wall studs of 2 x 6 material 
should be 16 inches on centres 
if they provide all the support, 
or 2 feet on centres if cable, 
eyebolts and wales are used. 
Drop siding on the walls, and 
sheathing and shingles or 
rolled roofing on the roof, pro- 
vide the strength to contain 
the grain and the weather- 
proofing to protect it. A varia-

SHEDS provide a convenient 
form of grain storage and usu- 
ally require very little altera- 


tion, The earth floor will gen- , 


erally be dry enough to pro- 
vide safe grain storage and the 
frame structure often will be 
weatherproof enough to safe- 
guard the grain. However, 
many machine sheds will re- 
quire some type of sheathing 
on the open side, and the walls 


may have to be strengthened.

Barns Need 


On some farms where barns are 
used for grain storage they will 
almost certainly have to be strength- 
ened by means of cross ties if the 
grain is to be piled to any appre- 
ciable depth. 

Barn lofts should not be considered 
a Safe storage space for grains unless 
extra beams and posts are provided 
below. In any farm building not de- 
signed for grain storage, the wall 
framing must be reinforced or the 
walls strengthened by means of 
cables, cross rods or some such device 
to withstand the pressure of the 
grain. This is especially true wher- 
ever the grain is to be stored to a 
depth of 8 feet or more. 

* * * 

TEMPORARY WOODEN BINS can 
be constructed either right on the 
ground or on a temporary floor just 
above the ground. Two-by-four or 
two-by-six material can be used for 
the walls. 

With two-by-four a height of over 
five feet is not advisable; with two- 
by-six studding this height can. be up 
to eight feet. Four rough walls are 
made and much of the strength re- 
quired is obtained by means of cross 
ties. For a bin of this type the ma- 
terial can be more easily reclaimed 
if the sheathing material is placed 
inside the studding. Fewer nails are 
required and the job of pulling the 
structure down is reduced. 

Where no floor is used, see that 
the structure has good drainage. - If 
the grain is to remain in the bin for 
any appreciable time and no floor is 
provided, place about 8 inches to 1 
foot of straw on the ground before 
filling the bin with grain. This helps 
prevent spoilage from the bottom. 

* * + 

SNOW FENCING material, as used 
for highway protection, can provide 
strength for temporary grain storage. 
This fencing should be lined with 
some strong, tough waterproof ma- 
terial that will contain the grain. 
“Fibreen” paper is excellent for this 
lining, although some of the heavy 
vapor barrier papers are satisfactory. 
The paper lining should not be con- 
tinuous around the storage. It should 
be cut into 8 or 10 foot lengths and 
overlapped sufficiently to allow for 
expansion of the snow fencing. 


Straw Under the Grain 
The snow fencing should not ex- 


-ceed 50 feet in length, which means 
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If the hazardous remain- 
der of the season passes 
without disastrous damage 
being sustained on a large 
scale in the prairie pro; 
vinces, the plugging of ele- 
vators will. be even. more 
serious than it has been 
hitherto as a result of last 
year's record harvest. Again 
it will be necessary to pile 
large quantities of grain in 
the fields for indefinite 


periods. 


We are therefore reprint- 
ing herewith, from our issue 
of September Sth, 1952, the 
article on emergency grain 
storage on the farm by C. 
A. Cheshire of the Engineer- 
ing Section of the Extension 
Service of th Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture. We 
have no doubt Mr. Che- 
‘shire’s suggestions will be 
appreciated by many 
readers. 


Snow Fence and Paper 
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Grain must be delivered to the centre 
of the storage area. Provide drainage 
trench. 


that the storage will be just under 
16 feet in diameter. Deliver the grain 
to the centre of this storage area, so 
that the pile rises evenly along the 
walls, and take care that the paper 
is snug against the fencing as the 
grain fills the storage. When this 
type of storage is used and the grain 
will be left there for a period of two 
weeks or more, place 8 inches or a 
foot of straw on the ground under 
the grain. If the storage is required 
for just a short time, cleaning off the 
loose surface earth is all that ie 
necessary. 

WOVEN WIRE can be used in mueh 
the same manner as snow fencing.

The 
grain should be delivered to the 
centre of this circle and should be 
left in a smooth, uniform cone.

COVERING GRAIN — If the grain 
is left with a smooth conical ,top, 
little damage from rain will result. 
The moisture will run off. the sides 
of this cone and not penetrate the 
pile. 

Any unevenness or indentation 
in the surface will tend to collect 
moisture which will work its way 
through the grain, causing spoil- 
age. Animals or birds can pro- 
duce such irregularities on the 
grain pile. If they are likely to 
be troublesome the pile of grain 
should be covered.

OPEN PILES is a method of storing 
grain that requires little material or 
effort. If the piles are to remain in 
the field for more than a week or 
two, a layer of straw 8 inches to a 
foot thick should be placed on the 
ground where the pile is to be built. 

This is preferable to a layer of 

tarpaper or other waterproof ma- 

terial, since it will allow any rain 

that may penetrate the pile of 

grain to travel right through to 

the ground, rather than being 

held in contact with the lower 

layer of grain.

SOUTH KOREA’S CORRUPT REGIME 
(Ottawa Citizen) 

The United Nations program for rehabilitation of 
South Korea has thus far laid emphasis entirely on 
physical reconstruction. Yet unless social reforms are 
instituted, the rebuilding of South Korea’s material 
assets may very likely fail to achieve the desired goal: 
a country firmly in the democratic camp. 

Certainly, this was the postwar experience in China, 
where vast sums were spent on rehabilitation, but cor- 
rupt government and economic exploitation proved in- 
valuable allies of the Communists. To a degree, it has 
also been the experience in West European countries, 
notably Italy, where industrial unemployment and land 
hunger have ‘combined to undo much of the work of the 
Marshall Plan, and have helped create the second larg- 
est Communist party in the world. 

_ There is no sign that the existing South Korean 
regime can be trusted to govern in a manner that would 
deny to Communism its appeal as a means of achieving 
social justice. Immediately after the armistice,. a large 
gift of American food was distributed in Seoul and 
Pusan. Almost at once, according to the Seoul corres- 
pondent of the London Observer, the food appeared on 
the black market, a source of enrichment to traders and 
government officials, but not of great benefit to a 
pauperized public. The Observer's reporter further notes: 

President Rhee has held recently two meetings 
of provincial governors and police chiefs. They 
seem to have concerned themselves more with 
something called “unification of public opinion” 
than with any reform of public corruption and pub- 
lic injustices that are still flagrant and still in ugly 
contrast to the stern Puritanism of the North. 

Dr. Rhee is evidently bent on pursuing the same 
disastrous policy which led to the defeat of Chiang Kai- 
Shek in China. He would stifle criticism by police meas- 
ures rather than by initiating reforms, leaving to the 
Communists the advocacy of social measures which 
could win public support. If his policies must in the 
end strengthen communism’s appeal to the South 


Koreans, Dr. Rhee’s regime may be a luxury the UN can 
no longer afford.

Remove Accumulated Fat 

The first step was to remove 
accumulated fat, not only from 
the surfaces, but also from 
- the porous body of the rubber 
parts. The units were com- 
pletely dismantled. Four gal- 
lons of water were put into a 
20-quart kettle, a four-ounce 
measure of high-test lye was 
‘added to the water, and the 
lye-water brought to a boil. 
Eight level tablespoons, or 
about one-third of an ordinary 
can of lye, is four ounces. 

Then all of the rubber parts 
were put to soak in this hot 
lye-water — inflations, milk 
hose, gaskets, air hose, and 
the metal claws and check- 
valve parts,were put to soak 
too. The long rubber tubes 
were looped and tied together 
with cord to keep them from

snapping out. The whole 
kettle full could have been-left 
to boil, but this soaking ‘sys- 
tem works well and is easier. 
Contrary to much popular be- 
lief, this procedure has been 
found to lengthen the life of 
the milker rubber because it 
does get the fat out of the rub- 
ber. Butterfat, like any other 
grease or oil, will damage rub- 
ber severely. _ 
Energetic Brushing 

While this soaking was 
going on (10 minutes, or a half 
hour if you like), three gallons 
of hot water and a couple of 
tablespoons of a good soapless 
dairy washing powder and a 
brush were used energetically 
on the pails and all of the 
metal parts of the machine. 
Some small round brushes 
were used for the inside of the 
tubing connection. When this 


)

lye-water was poured out and 
all of the rubber and metal 
was rinsed with warm water. 


Removing Milkstone 


To remove scale formations 
of various Kinds, all of the rub- 
ber and metal was scrubbed 
again with a couple of gallons 
of hot water, containing a cup- 
ful of a good acid milkstone 
remover, and the tubing was 
brushed and rodded out with 
the metal-burred rods made 
for the purpose. The small 
tubes of the claw and pail 
head were given special atten- 
tion at this stage. : 

Another four gallons of hot 
lye-water .was prepared and 
sucked through the vacuum 
lines in the barn through each 
stall cock, the vacuum pump 
being stopped frequently and 
the trap in the line drained to 
keep the vacuum pump free of 
the lye-water. 


All Parts Rinsed 5 


Finally, all the parts of the 
machine were rinsed with hot 
water, the metal parts turned 
up on racks to drain and dry, 
and the rubber re-assembled 
so the teat-cup units could be 
hung on a rack and filled with 
a weak lye.solution until milk- 
ing time. 

On this farm, now, this same 
procedure is followed twice 
each month. 

At milking time the lye- 
water is drained from the in- 
flations and is thrown away 
and the entire equipment — 
everything that the milk 
touches — is rinsed with a 
chlorine solution. A level tea- 
spoon of a good high-test 
chlorine bearing powder 
two gallons of water is used 
for this step. By this means, 
the lye is rinsed from the cans 
and pails and great numbers 
of lurking bacteria are killed. 


Cows Come Clean Too 


The udders of cows are 
cleaned just before milking 
with the same strength of 
chlorine solution made with 
water as hot as the hands can 
stand. For the use of this 
cleaning. solution, a 12-quart 
enamelled pail has been found 
most convenient. In addition 


to the physical cleaning and 


the prevention of milk con- 
tamination that is thus accom- 
plished, this step has great 
merit as a part of the sanitary 


ow Quality Cream 


part of the job was done, thecare of cows to prevent the 
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spread of such diseases as 
mastitis, and to speed the let- 
down of milk for fast milking. 
As a matter of fact, many 
farmers have found it desir- 
able to dip the teat cups in 
this same strength of chlorine 
solution after milking each 
cow and before putting the 
machine on the next one. 


Simple Routine 


After milking, a very simple 
routine takes good care of the | 
equipment. Everything that | 
the milk touches is first rinsed 
with plenty of cold clean 
water. Then some hot water | 
and dairy washing powder is 
sucked through the cups and 
milk hose, and everything that 
can be easily reached is 
brushed. .The parts are rinsed 
with clean warm water; the 
metal is turned up to drain 
and dry, and the cup units are 
hung on a rack to be filled 
with lye-water, 

One level tablespoon or four’ 
level teaspoons of lye to each 
gallon of water is used for this 
job. On some farms, in cold 
weather, this lye solution is 
drained out after 20 minutes, 
and on other farms a cabinet 
with a light bulb burning in it 
has been built to enclose the 
rack to keep the solution fro 
freezing. 

The fieldman left some bul 
letins on the subject, and once 
the routine was set, the whole 
job was found to be mo 
simple and easy. 


A Practical Guide 


For convenient referenc 
and reminder, the steps hav 
been summarized as follows: 

1. Before milking, rinse al 
utensils with water, contai 
ing 200 parts per million ¢ 
chlorine. Use same strengt}

Premiums Over Half Million 
Written by, Co-op. Fire 
and Casualty Co. 


REGINA, Sask. — In the 
first year of its operation, 
9,800 policy-holder members 
were insured with total pre- 
miums amounting to over half 
a million dollars, the Co-oper- 
ative Fire and Casualty Com- 
pany announces. Its reception 
during this first year, and the 
volume of business obtained, 
augur well for the future. The 
company has now. entered 
upon its second year. 

Starting of Company 

To start the company, over $200,000 
in cash and approximately $120,000 
in guarantees was provided by co- 
operative organizations and. indivi- 
duals. from coast to coast. 

By June of 1953, because of the 
large volume of business which the 
company had secured, the guarantors 
implemented their guarantees. The 
company is using two methods of 
securing business, the “agency” 
method and the “direct writing’ 
method. 


When Direct Method Used 


When ‘the direct writing method is 
used the applicant for insurance 
either goes or writes to the office of 
the company nearest to him, and 
obtains his insurance requirement. A 
number of co-operatives have taken 
advantage of placing business on the.

Hires and Fires Premiers 


After describing the manner in 
which the cabal has made and fired 
various premiers, Mr. Herald states 
that “veteran politicians say it was 
no accident that the interests finally 
gave their blessing to Joseph Laniel, 
a vigorous red-faced Norman with an 
insatiable hunger for food, wine and 
money . Since Laniel, a textile 
manufacturer, was known to be one 
of the country’s richest’ industrialists, 
the lobbies figured he couldn’t curtail 
their privileges without injuring him- 
self. Rather than ask for new taxes 
and sweeping social reforms, he could 
be expected to continue the old policy 
of immobilism — a polite French 
word for mudding along at other 
people’s expense.” 

The writer adds that Laniel has run 
true to form, though he has been 
more enlightened than some employ- 
ers in his attitude (in his own busi- 
ness) towards employees, 

“He belongs to the small vanguard 
of employers who have adopted a 
system of profit-sharing, and recently 
he converted one of his family 
estates into a rest home for his em- 
ployees. Thus there is a definite 
chance that, as head of the govern- 
ment, Laniel, too, will sooner or later 
urge more progressive measures than 
some of his supporters had bargained 
for.” Laniel was head of the National 
Resistance Committee in France dur- 
ing the war, and he and Bidault were 
the leading civilian followers of 
General de Gaulle. 


(Mr. Herald’s article was written 
just before Leniel was given authority 
to rule by decree, and before he an- 
nounced the measures which . have 
been followed by extensive strikes. 
Under the _ circumstances prevailing 
when the article was written, the 
writer expressed the opinion that “un- 
less a new majority emerges through 
socialist co-operation, the merry-go- 
round will go on to the despair Pe 
French patriots and the_ friends fof 
France éverywhere.”’) 

“State Within a State” 


The business cabal, states Mr. Her- 
ald, is organized like a state within a 
state, with its own cabinet, full fledg- 
ed ministers of economics, labor and 
foreign affairs. It has a two-house 
“parliament”, a directors’ committee 
of 120 members which meets once a 
month, and a general assembly of 500 
members which meets twice a year. 
Its doctrines are, in brief: 

Doctrines of Cabal 


“1, Competition is an unsound prin- 
ciple. Manufacturers of the same line 
of products can prosper only if they 
divide the French market among 
themselves and fix prices that ensure 
everyone a handsome profit. Higher 
output must not be considered an end 
in itself. It is safer to limit produc- 
tion by mutual agreement and pénal- 
ize the over-enterprising ... Tariff 
walls — the highest in Europe—must 
stay up to keep out foreign competi- 
tion.” (Taxes are declared by CNPF 
to be so heavy that they prevent 
modernization.) 

“2. By nature, workers are an in- 
ferior class and must be kept in their 
place. Therefore, full employment is 
not desirable; although this cannot be 
admitted openly. There must always 
be-jeb- seekers, so that wages can be 
kept at a minimum. Social security 
must be reduced because its costs 
put too heavy a burden on employers 
(who pay one-third of the fees)... 

“3. America is to be commended 
because U.S. economic assistance has 
helped France’s employers more than 
any other group of the French people. 
Rearmament orders are also ensuring 
substantial and steady profits. At the 
same time Germany’s rebirth cannot 
be ignored, and U.S. policy must be 
opposed where it contributes to Ger- 
man revival...”

All the candidates were there — 
the Liberal, the Social Credit, the Con- 
servative, the Labor Progressive and 
the C.C.F. They had drawn lots as 
to their turn in speaking and the Con- 
servative, whom I considered the best 
speaker, was last. He said that he 
hoped on election day that it would 
be a case of the last shall be first. 
However his wishes were not fulfilled. 


It may interest many of the older 
readers of this paper to know that the 
successful candidate was the C.C.F. 
man. And I might say he began by 
saying that we were acgustomed to 
hearing the initials only but he would 
give it the full name of Co-operative 
Commonwealth Federation. However,

The greater number, how- 
ever, whose interests are community 
wide, provincial wide, national or in- 
ternational, are those who have 
grown up hearing these topics dis- 
cussed. They have realized that life 
to be as useful, as helpful as it might 
be, must not only have these subjects 
for topics of conversation, but work 
and interest must be thrown beyond 
the purely personal. In this day of 
such easy communication, it is a fam- 
ily opportunity and a family respon- 
sibility. 

But our Government party in power 
has been decided for us, and I am 
sure if there were a stranger to the 
country listening to the various party 
political addresses, he or she would 
think our country full of people of the 
highest aspirations, representing par- 
ties whose concepts were the most 
noble. Now it is up to us to keep 
them to their promises.

But I think few, if any, people real-

—- not any particular party — does try 
to give them. Now this, for instance, 
may seem only a trifle.

They are free for the asking, I he- 
lieve, as is, for instance, “Play for the 
Pre-schoolers’. Also there is a newly 
written one, “Posture for the Teen- 
agers.” 

Sometimes parents feel their wholé 
duty is done if they fill the mind of 
the young family with the sense of 
social service. No doubt it is a very 
noble ideal. However, it wilk contri- 
bute greatly to their health and their 
appearance if the posture factor is 
kept in mind.

Meat and Potato Salad: To 4 cups

Frozen Pudding: Dissolve % cup 
sugar.in %4 cup lemon juice and 1% 
cups orange juice. Whip 2 cups 
cream, adding 1/3 cup powdered 
sugar; add fruit juices, 2 tsp. vanilla, 
% cup chopped walnuts and % cup 
maraschino cherries. (Chopped dates 
may be substituted.for the cherries 
or combined with theff.) Chill, and 
freeze.

The 1952 per diem rate for polio 
patients at the Red Cross Crippled 
Children’s hospital in Calgary was

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The Wheat Situation 


By L, D. NESBITT, 
Superintendent of Publicity 
. Alberta Wheat Pool 


HE Dominion ‘bureau of 
statistics has issued its 
first estimate of Cana- 

dian wheat production placing 

the figure at 603,793,000 
bushels as compared with 687,- 

This’ is the 

second largest wheat crop 

Canada has ever raised. 


Production in the prairie 
provinces is placed at 50 mil- 
lion bushels for Manitoba, 365 
million for Saskatchewan and 
159 million for Alberta or 574 
million compared with 664 mil- 
lion bushels in 1952. 


Largest in Our History 


It will appear that Cafada will 
have a total supply of over 900 mil- 
lion bushels for the 1953-54 crop year. 
That is the largest supply of wheat 
in the country’s history. 

Total supplies of wheat in the Un- 
ited States are in excess of 1.7 billion 
bushels, so that the two countries 


may have approximately 2.6 billion - 


bushels of wheat available for domes- 
tic consumption, export and carry- 
over. Domestic requirements might 
range around 850 million bushels. 

In view of such large supplies of 
Wheat in North America, the recent 
slump in price levels can be under- 
stood. The fact that wheat is in 
Strong hands in the exporting coun- 
tries appears to be the only preventa- 
tive against a complete price col- 
lapse. 


Vote for Acreage Cut 


United States farmers have voted 
overwhelmingly to accept the govern- 
ment plan to cut wheat acreage from 
78 million this year to 62 million on 
next year’s crop. By so doing U.S. 
farmers have the assurance of a gov- 
ernment support price of around $2.21 
a bushel, basis the farm. 


Rt. Hon. C. D. Howe, Canada’s min- 
ister of trade and commerce, said he 
was not particularly alarmed over the 
situation. At the same time it must 
be realized that the Canadian Wheat 
Board, which has. done so well in 
marketing the past two large crops, 
has a tremendous task ahead of it 
this year. . 

The farm problem lies in the wheat 
storage situation. Country and ter- 
minal elevators have little space 
available for deliveries from this 
year’s crop. The bulk of the crop 
will have to be farm stored and 
marketing of the same Is likely to be 


a slow ‘process. . 
o______ 


When to Seed Fall Wheat 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta. — Seeding of 
fall wheat-in' Southern Alberta in the 
first two weeks of September is rec- 
ommended by J. E. Andrews, of the 
Cereal Breeding Laboratory Experi- 
mental Station at Lethbridge. This 
practice is useful in rootrot control, 
and is one of two rules to be followed 
to avoid damage by streak mosaic. 
The other is to destroy all green in- 
fected wheat near the field the 
farmer is going to seed. As a pre- 
caution against winter killing, Mr. 
Andrews advocates shallow planting 
into a firm seed bed, rather than 
planting deeply into loose soil. The 
most winter hardy and best varieties 
of winter wheat available for Alberta, 
states Mr. Andrews, are Kharkov 22 
M.C, and Yogo.

Time to Seed Fall Rye 


For best results, fall rye should be 
sown between August 15th and Sep- 
tember 15th; later seedings usually 
result in decreased yields, writes Dr. 
F, J. Greaney in a recent bulletin of 
Line Elevators Farm Service. Fall 
rye, says Dr, Greaney, is one of the 
hardiest of all winter cereals. It 
grows well on good soils and on dry, 
light, sandy soils, does relatively bet- 
ter than other grain crops. Except for 
ergot, rye is not subject to the com- 
mon diseases of other grain crops. 
Dakold is recommended for the 
Prairie Provinces for this season, but 
a new variety called Antelope, just 
released by the University of Saskat- 
chewan, is said to be superior to 
Dakold in winter survival,: yield, and 
size and attractiveness of kernel, and 
a limited quantity will be available 
for general distribution this fall,
